Draft UCTC Resolution 2018-01: Approval of the SFY 2018/19 Unified Planning Work
Program (UPWP). The Draft UCTC State Fiscal Year (SFY) 2018/19 Unified Planning Work
Program (UPWP) is near completion and will be provided to members for review prior to the
January 31 Technical Committee meeting. Staff will present the draft program and request
input and comment. The draft 2018/19 UPWP continues work commenced during previous
UPWP cycles, revises two previously programmed projects, and adds 4 new projects for future
programming and development. Barring the need for any significant revision, staff recommends
that the Draft UCTC 2018/19 UPWP be approved by the Technical Committee and made
available for 15 day public review and comment period prior to UCTC Policy Committee review.

Recommended Action: Discuss the Draft UCTC SFY18 UPWP and consider opening the
action for public comment and forwarding to the Policy Committee for consideration and
adoption (30 minutes).

Draft UCTC Resolution 2018-02: Amendment to the UCTC Federal Fiscal Year (FFY) 2017-
2021 Transportation Improvement Program (TIP) to Amend NYSDOT PIN 880862: Wurts
Street/Dock Street Rehabilitation Project Costs and Schedule as Shown in Attachment 1.
At the request of the New York State Department of Transportation (NYSDOT), an amendment
to the UCTC 2017-2021 Transportation Improvement Program is proposed, as a result of a
need for schedule and cost changes to NYSDOT PIN 880862. The Amendment adds over $23
million in state and federal funds to the project and advances the project’s construction schedule
by 2 years. Cost changes to projects on an approved TIP that exceed either 25% of the phase
or $500,000 require a TIP Amendment. Similarly, project phases that are moved onto the first 4
years of an approved TIP also require a TIP Amendment. The requested changes meet both of
these conditions. No offset has been identified due to status as an Assembly List Project. In
accordance with UCTC Operating Procedures, amendments to the TIP require 15 day public
notice and comment period prior to Policy Committee approval.

Draft UCTC Resolution 2018-03: Amendment to the UCTC Federal Fiscal Year (FFY) 2017-
2021 Transportation Improvement Program (TIP) to Add New NYSDOT PIN 812219: Route
212 Paving Town of Woodstock as Shown in Attachment 1. At the request of the New York
State Department of Transportation (NYSDOT), an amendment to the UCTC 2017-2021
Transportation Improvement Program is proposed in order to program a hew paving project in
the Towns of Woodstock and Saugerties. The project as currently described will place between
1 inch and 1.5 inches of new hot-mix asphalt on NYS Rte 212 from Route 375 in Woodstock to
Route 32 in the Town of Saugerties. Federal funds in the amount of $800,000 have been offset
from a NYSDOT Multi-County PIN 881404 for this purpose; the required 20% match will utilize
State Dedicated Funds. No further details regarding project phases or schedules are available
at this time. PIN 812219 is a new addition to the 2017 — 2021 TIP and therefore requires a TIP
Amendment. In accordance with UCTC Operating Procedures, Amendments to the TIP require
15 day public notice and comment period prior to Policy Committee approval.

Draft UCTC Resolution 2018-04: Allocation of Previously Unallocated Federal Transit
Administration (FT) Section 5307 Formula Funds for Regional Transit Projects. Draft
Resolution 2018-04 seeks to allow a temporary loan Federal Transit Administration (FTA)
Section 5307/5340 funds allocated to the Poughkeepsie-Newburgh Large Urban Area, also
known as UZA 89 to Ulster County Area Transit. FFY 2017 5307/5340 funds apportioned to the
TMA under the current federal transportation legislation are not yet available for programming
due to the lack of agreement between New York and New Jersey on the amounts to be
allocated to each state, given that the UZA 89 boundary crosses state lines. As such, Ulster
County Area Transit has requested a loan from this presently unallocated reserve of 5307/5340
funds due to the impasse between the states in the amount of $457,578, which is necessary to
support its FFY 2018 FTA grant applications. The three TMA Transportation Councils have
reserved a portion of FFY 2014-2016 Section 5307 funds, previously allocated to the TMA as a
whole, for future sub-allocations; there is presently $7,823,593 in unallocated funds available for
transit purposes. Under Draft Resolution 2018-04, Ulster County’s allocation of UZA 89 FFY
2017 5307/5340 funds will be reduced by $457,578 upon their availability to be allocated, and
that this amount will be returned to the unallocated funding pool as established within the TMA
for future allocation according to its approved methodology

Recommended Action: Discuss the Draft Resolution 2018-04 and consider forwarding to the
Policy Committee for consideration and adoption (20 minutes).

FEY 2017 Annual Obligation Report: Federal regulations require an annual listing of
transportation projects, including pedestrian and bicycle facilities, which Federal transportation
funds have been obligated in the preceding year; 2017 report will be available for review.

NYSDOT Pedestrian Safety Action Plan Call for Local Projects. The New York State
Department of Transportation (NYSDOT) call for pedestrian safety projects included in the
Statewide Pedestrian Safety Action Plan (PSAP) is open. The local call for pedestrian safety
projects includes $40,000,000 in federal Highway Safety Improvement Program funds for
systemic pedestrian safety projects on local and county urban roads and streets. Visit
https://www.dot.ny.gov/divisions/operating/osss/highway/psap for more info.. Applications
must be submitted by March 09, 2018. Eligible projects must be on a public road, off the
state touring route system, on a local or county owned or maintained roadand located within
a designated 2010 federal adjusted urban area.

UCTC 2017 Transportation Improvement Program — Block Program Bridge and Paving
PINs. The 2017 — 2021 TIP included two “block program” PINs utilizing surplus allocations
of STP FLEX and STBG Off-System Bridge funds. Funds in FFYs 17 & 18 were distributed
last year. UCTC plans to make funds in FFYs 19 & 20 available to eligible Ulster County
municipalities through direct solicitation to the MPO. Deadline for applications was January
25, 2018. UCTC staff will briefly summarize applications received and the process for
programming funds on the TIP.
